The Board of Supervisors, by a narrow 3-2 margin. Voted Monday 
evening to approve the highly controversial Harris Grade freeway 
pact with the State Division of Highways. 
The vote — in which Santa Barbara Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin 
joined with the two north county supervisors in approving the pact 
spelled victory for north county commerical interests engaged in a 
bitter struggle with conservationists and* citizen groups fighting the 
freeway plan as unnecessary and costly. 
State Division of Highways district engineer h.ank Gregory 
estimated the $7.5 million project on State Rt. 1 linking Lompoc w ith 
Santa Maria could possibly begin by 1975. Interchanges would be built 
later to send the total cost well beyond $10 million, it is estimated 
The freeway improvement would cut deeply into the scenic hills, 
realigning curve, removing stands oi Bishop pines, and setting up a 
four-lane divided freeway between two m iles north of Santa Ynez 
River and one and eight-tenths north of Harriston. 
Gregory said his office would attach a memorandum to the pact 


promising to reforest the devastated area and seek to return it to its 
natural beauty as much as possible in accord with state and federal 
environmental requirements. 
The project had the support of the Lompoc Valley Chamber of 
Commerce. Santa Maria Chamber of Commerce, north county 
development associations, and various indi' iduals. 
Championing the project. F'ourth District Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie, ol Lompoc, ran headlong into opposition from the Protect 
Lompoc’s Unique Surroundings »PLUS» organization, the Citizens 
Against the F reeway. Sierra Club, and other conservation groups. The 
Lompoc-Vandenberg branch ot American University Women also 
opposed it 


Sierra Club member Richard Heymann. of Lompoc, and others said 
county highway S-20 could be upgraded to take the place of "this

NEW YORK — (NEA) —

Coming from a woman 
with several active, success­ 
ful careers, the remark is 
startling. Yet actress-author- 
TV p a n e lis t Ilka Chase 
means every word. 
•it’s the silly things that 
disturb me—the whole uproar 
about letting women lunch in 
the Oak Room at the Plaza, 
or drink at McSorley’s saloon 
downtown. W h y shouldn't 
men have lunch alone if they 
wish? And what person with 
half a brain cares whether a 
woman is wearing a bra or 
not? Fanaticism is downright 
unattractive.” 
Not that this-chic and en­ 
ergetic w o m a n whose 
m o th e r , Edna Woolman 
Chase, was the editor of 
Vogue for 38 years, is against 
the more serious goals of 
Women's Lib. 


“ The real tragedy is col­ 
lege graduates who are left 
high and dry once their chil­ 
dren 
a re 
reared. 
Their 
brains are eager to function 
again but their skills are 
rusty. I would suggest poli­ 
tics to these women, espe­ 
cially on the local level. And 
I think more equipment 
should be designed by wom­ 


en, 
such as r e a c h a b l e 
kitchen cabinets.” 


Few women do so many 
things so well as Ilka Chase. 
She appeared in 20 Broadway 
productions, the most notable 
“The Womert” and “Barefoot 
in the Park.” Her first book 
was an autobiography, “Past 
Perfect,” published in 1941. 
Then came half a dozen nov­ 
els and then a series of travel 
books. 
This summer she published 
her first novel in 10 years 
and promptly took off for a 
month's tour of Russia with 
her husband. 
Dr. 
Norton 
Brown. 
Russian women work very, 
very hard and then there is 
nothing to buy but sleezy 
merchandise,” she said. “ A 
pair 
of 
cheap 
pantyhose 
which would sell for 99 cents 
here is priced at $8.00 there. 
But they afford a few pairs 
because rents are low and 
medical and dental care free. 
At night,” she added, “ the 
women, eternally female, 
p re tty themselves up as 
much as they can. But the 
men go around looking like 
seedy thugs.” 
After years of voyaging 
around the world Miss Chase 
has several special “ dos” 
for women travelers. “ Pack 
mostly older clothes and 
very few. They may be old 
to you but they’re new to 
‘them.’ So why ruin new 


things with constant packing. 
And I ’m in love with those 
marvelous preset Dynel wigs 
that you can squash into a 
corner of the suitcase, then 
shake out, brush and presto, 
a new woman. I have to and 
wouldn’t travel a step with­ 
out them because I can’t see 
being a slave to whether my 
hair’s been set or not.” 


Miss Chase also advises 
the traveler not to forget her 
hobby whether it is collect­ 
ing teacups or coins or statu­ 
ettes of owls. “ A hobby gives 
you a focus that can bring 
you into contact with inter­ 
esting people you would 
never meet otherwise,” she 
said. “ And pack your sense 
of humor,” she smiled.

Pants top fall parade

What’s at the top of your 
sewing-projects list for fall” 
Take a chance on pants— 
whether you need a sleekly 
tailored blazer pantsuit for 
the city, a casual slacks-and- 
vest outfit for country and 
campus, or a dressy slacks 
ensemble for at home, pants 
are at the top of everyone’s 
fashion priorities. 
They aren’t all that hard 
to sew, either. All you need 
is a little comparison work 
with the tape measure, so 
you can make alterations on 
the paper pattern before cut­ 
ting. Today’s pattern, which 
is exclusive to readers of 
this newspaper, features a 
slimming coat-length vest 
over good straight-line 
slacks. If you’ve never tried 
to sew pants before, this is a 
good pattern to begin with. 
The e la s t ic iz e d waist is 
quick-and-easy, 
and 
there 
are no pockets or zippers to 
complicate the sewing pic­ 
ture. 
Choose wonderful all-wool 
fabrics. In spite of the popu­ 
larity of the new polyester 
doubleknits, nothing — abso 
lutely nothing—responds to 
sewing quite as beautifully 
as wool. It can be steamed 
to hold a soft curve or a 
sharp crease, it can cover 
and absorb a stitch that 


would show through a lesser 
fabric, it can be worked and 
handled and almost talked 


to. Wool is a living, breath­ 
ing material, and deserves 
the very nicest sewing you 
can give it. 


The wools used in this 
pants-and-vest outfit are 
from P e n d le to n Woolen 
Mills. The pants are in a 
camel-toned doubleknit; the 
coat-vest is in a smashing 
ethnic pattern, “ Painted 
Desert” — an I n d i a n-1 o o k 
weave in camel, gray and 
K 
imento. The pants, in dou- 
leknit, will require no seam 
finishing at all—doubleknit 
doesn’t ravel. We suggest 
underlining the vest, and 
overcasting the raw edges. 
Before cutting your pants 
pattern, compare your meas­ 
urements with the pattern 
dimensions at waist, hip, 
thigh, crotch and leg length. 
While a slim skirt requires 
2-inch ease, pants should 
have 1 inch. To take your 
crotch measurements, run 
the tape measurement from 
center front waist to center 
back waist between the legs. 
Leave only xk to 3/4 inches 
ease on that measurement— 
pants which are long in the 
crotch are droopy and un­ 
comfortable. If you have to 
enlarge or narrow the thigh 
area, divide the measure-

OCEAN FISHING 
Ocean fishing prospects looked pretty bleak until Sunday, 
when the word quickly got out — the salmon have returned 
Only a half dozen or so boats ventured out Sunday, 
anticipating a slow day. But when they returned to port, all 
the boats had netted their limits. The tish were running 10 
to 18 pounds. 
Until Sunday practically no game tish were being taken 
Morning winds of near gale strength hampered the iishing. 
and rock fishing was the onlv bright spot 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Nacimiento Lake is producing some of the best angling ot 
the year, according to Marina Manager Art Price, and 
conditions point to what might well be one ot the best tall 
fishing years on record 
Largemouth bass stringers are heavier than they have 
been for some time, averaging better than two pounds per 
fish with more and more in the three to five pound category 
showing up Best fishing has been in 15 to 20 feet of water, 
using leadhead jigs and plastic worms 
White bass are still very plentiful, with most tish going 
over a pound. These silvery scrappers are mostly on the 
shallow flats, feeding on the threadfin shad They can be 
taken on any small shiny lure worked tast thru the schools 
of teed fish 
Crappie fishing improved, but is not yet up to normal 
From the heavy pressure these pan tish have been 
subjected to during the summer, one cannot expect the 
iishing to not let down to give the fish a chance to spawn! 
Cattishing best in the early morning hours, from 4 a m 
until two hours after daybreak It is a case of the early bird 
getting the worm! 
Margarita Lake recovering from the heat wave, with 
bass fishing picking up in the deeper parts of the lake Some 
good action on crappie 
Lopez Lake good on panfish most any where, but trout 
fishing on the slow side and still confined to the deep water 
Some nice strings of bass have been taken in the Wittenburg 
Arm on surface plugs and plastic worms worked amongst 
the tree stumps A somewhat hazardous occupation as far 
as getting hung up is concerned, but what one might call an 
"occupational hazard '. 
Cachuma Lake will soon start on its fall planting 
program, with the DFG alternating weekly with local 
organizations who are to supply a part of the fishery 
resources of the lake. Fishing has not been too good except 
tor fishermen with considerable "bass know how. 
Some 
trout taken bait tishing deep water 
There are not many changes in the 1972 Fishing 
regulations now being worked by the DFG and the State 
Fish and Game Commission. The latter organization 
usually goes along with the recommendations of the 
department, except in the case of controversial projects. 
Among the new recommendations are one to open Whale 
Rock Reservoir during the general trout season with a five 
fish limit. Also to allow a no limit on bullhead, except in the 
Colorado River-Salton Sea area. These would no doubt be 
classed as cat fish, with a twenty fish limit in most of the 
state. Some areas only a ten fish limit allowable. 
The DFG is also proposing expansion of the ban on the 
use of power driven gurdies in excess of four pounds in the 
taking of salmon in ocean waters. The DFG claims there 
have been many complaints that commercial fishermen, 
posing as sports anglers, are taking salmon prior to the 
commercial season and selling the fish illegally. We do not 
see any recommendation so far on raising the limit on 
white bass in Nacimiento Lake. However, this could be 
brought up 1 rom the floor at a hearing of the commission 
HUNTING 
Band tail pigeons became fair game in thirteen northern 
counties last week, but the rest of the state season will not 
open until December 11 and run thru to Sunday January 9 
The season in the northern area will run thru Sundav Oct 
31, with a daily bag and possession limit ot eight birds. 
The DFG estimate that 33.000 hunters went pigeon 
hunting last year w ith a total kill of some 181.000 birds. 
The second period of the state s dove season will open 
Saturday Nov. 27 and continue thru Dec 12 The first period 
closed Sept 30. 
With the opening of the late deer season, the DFG 
reminds hunters that the bear and mountain lion seasons 
are closed. The bear season will not open until Oct 16. and 
the mountain lion season is scheduled to open Nov. 15 
So tar the late opening deer season has been on the 
disappointing 
side, 
especially 
in 
the eastern Sierra 
counties, where hunter success was poor Especially when 
officials of the DFG know that bucks were there Hunter 
numbers were down from last year, and all in all the late 
season opening was virtually the same as the slow opener of 
last year The only bright spots were in San Diego, San 
Bernardino and Riverside Counties. The buck take in these 
areas was up from last year. 
The National Wildlife Federation has announced a $500 
bounty for information leading to the conviction of anyone 
shooting a bald headed eagle anywhere in the United 
States. The reward program was started as a result of 
hunters thruout the U.S. expressing their anger at the 
recently-revealed mass killing of eagles in Wyoming

New technology 


is not enough 


(Second in a Series.)

M ED ELLIN , Colombia — 
(N EA )—From the air, a sec­ 
tion of the desert seacoast 
at Puerto P e n a s c o — a

THRUSH laboratories, per­ 
haps, for some ultimate bo­ 
tanical weapon. 
Not quite. Puerto Penasco 
is an experimental labora­ 
tory site run by the Envir­ 
onmental Research Labora­ 
tory of the University of Ari­ 
zona in Tucson. Here, as in 
similar desert areas in the 
Mideast, scientists are grow­ 
ing lettuce, tomatoes, egg­ 
plant—and many other vege­ 
tables on soil once so inhos­ 
pitable to plant life that not 
even cacti survived. 


The basic idea of this ex­ 
perimental system is to de­ 
salinate seawater with the 
waste heat of engine-driven 
electric generator sets, then 
to pipe this fresh water to 
vegetables w i t h i n “ con- 
trolled-environment” green­ 
houses of air-inflated plas­ 
tic. Underlying the concept 
is the fact that in a “ sealed- 
in” 
environment 
a 
plant 
needs only a 10th as much 
water as it would need out­ 
doors. 
This means that if 
you can 
construct 
green­ 
houses 
cheaply, 
you

U PP ER SADDLE R IV ER , 
N .J.—(N EA )—The other eve­ 
ning I was at a playing field 
in this community, my com­ 
munity, watching some very 
young boys at football. 
It was not the pickup, 
giggly, split-lip shennanigan 
game of my youth. It was 
the organized practice of the 
Upper Saddle River Pee Wee 
Football Program. 
The 8-9-year-old children 
were dressed in splendid uni­ 
forms and low-cut cleats. 
They 
were 
employing 
20 
pages of memorized offenses 
in a regimented, rather silent 
scrimmage. And they were 
s t r i c t l y supervised (one 
coach for every seven boys) 
by adults who would alter­ 
nately yell and whisper and 
plead and scold (Question: 
“ Is anybody out here tired?” 
Answer from panting kids: 
“ No sir!” ). 
On 
the 
sidelines 
there 
were other children. Also 
uniformed. But skinnier than 
those on the field, or not as 
good at passing or blocking 
or whatever. They were sub­ 
stitutes. And one of them, 
picking his fingernails, look­ 
ed up at me to ask: 
“Hey, when do we go in?” 
I didn’t answer. Because if 
I had it would have hurt. The 
truth is the boy and his bud­ 
dies might never go in. They 
are in plain fact too skinny, 
or not as good at passing or 
blocking or whatever. Some 
of them will likely turn out 
the entire season, work and 


sweat, but get to play only 
briefly at the end of regular 
games. 
And they’ll be disappointed 
at that. 
And they may quit football 
forever. 
And that may be too bad 
for all of us. 
Juvenile delinquency is out 
of control in this community, 
and the rest of the nation as 
well. 
Local 
police 
spend 
most of their time worrying 
about the 13-18 year old resi­ 
dents. On the national level, 
the F B I says juvenile ar­ 
rests have doubled in a dec­ 
ade to 1.7 million a year- 
four times as fast as their 
population growth. 
It is, in short, a period in 
history when any kids who 
drop out of any youth activ­ 
ity should be cause for an­ 
guish. Because once they 
drop out, they do not easily 
drop back in. And t h e i r 
chances of decorating police 
blotters are increased. 


But instead of minimizing 
the drop-out possibility, it 
seems that society all too 
often contributes to it. The 
nation, young and old. loves 
good kids but ignores the 
rest. And so youth activities 
are formed to include only 
those children that measure 
up (“ No smoking, no jeans, 
no long hair“ ). Kid clubs 
began on the premise that 
dum dums are not allowed. 
And even sports—that is, 
especially sports—is based 
entirely on the principle of 
the survival of the fittest, 
when the crving fact is it is 
the not-so-fit whom we most 
need to reach.

Dear Dr. Lamb—A few 
months ago, while playing 
with her doll, my 4-year-old 
d a u g h t e r swallowed a 
straight pin. 
The pin went 
down 
her 
windpipe 
and 
lodged in her right lung. It 
stopped in the bottom lobe 
of her right lung. 
She was 
rushed to a lung specialist. 
He went down her windpipe 
many times trying to re­ 
move the pin. But he could 
not reach it. She had no 
complications 
except 
just 
the pin in her lung for five 
months. 
The doctors kept 
planning lung surgery. 


After she had kept the pin 
five months she was outside 
with me, playing and all at 
once she began coughing. 
I 
was standing right beside 
her. She put her fingers in 
her mouth and took the 
straight pin out. It came all 
the way out to her tongue. 
Just two weeks before this 
she had Xrays. 
So the pin 
must have come all the way 
from the bottom lobe of her 
lung, out to her mouth. Lung 
specialists 
said 
they 
had 
never heard of this before. 
Tell me how the pin could 
have gotten, out without com­ 
plications. 


Dear Header—Your little 
girl was very lucky. 
The 
windpipe and the air pas­ 
sages are really constructed 
a bit like a huge tree with a 
hollow trunk (windpipe) and 
hollow branches. 
The air 
passages like the limbs get 
smaller as they branch out. 
I would think the pin was 


far enough down the pas­ 
sages to be beyond reach 
with the types of instru­ 
ments used to go down the 
windpipe and remove an ob­ 
ject like this. 


As long as the pin was not 
stuck in the lung it was Uke 
lying in the bottom of a bot­ 
tle. It may well have moved 
while she was lying down 
and didn't become fixed in 
one position. 
The air pas­ 
sages are lined with a type 
of fine hair and form mucus* 
that serves to clean the air 
and the air passages. They 
naturally 
tend 
to act to 
move things up and out. 
Straight pins however are a 
bit beyond the call of duty. 


The mucus normally secret­ 
ed by the air passages prob­ 
ably helped carry the pin up 
the windpipe to the point 
that she could cough it up 
in her sputum. 


One of the problems with 
small children is that you 
never know just what they 
may have swallowed or have 
gotten in the lungs. And if 
you don’t see it happen you 
never know it until trouble 
occurs if it does. You speak 
as if your girl, for instance, 
had 
no 
trouble 
for 
five 
mo n t h s even t h o u g h a 
straight pin was in the lung. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Should 
middle-aged and elderly peo* 
{ 
ile drink milk every day? 
f so, how much? Should or 
should they not have calci 
um? 
How about drinking 
ground egg shells for cal­ 
cium? Is that safe or health­ 
ful? It seems to me that eat­ 
ing should be a relaxed and 
pleasurable thing and not 
something to worry about. 
Dear Reader — The most 
frequent deficiency in re­ 
stricted diets is calcium. The 
incidence of bone degenera­ 
tion with age is markedly in­ 
creased in people on diets 
poor 
in 
calcium. 
Yes, 
I 
strongly 
support 
drinking 
low-fat milk (preferably the 
one per cent fat variety but 
if not available use two per 
cent) or fortified skim milk 
and using other low-fat dair 
products that provide ca 
cium. 
An excellent product is un­ 
creamed cottage cheese and 
for cooking purposes nonfat 
dry milk powder (1 Vb cup of 
powder makes one quart of 
milk). You should try to get 
as much calcium each day 
as found in one quart of milk, 
either by drinking milk or 
using milk products in your 
cooking or by 
using 
un­ 
creamed cottage cheese (a 
pound is equivalent to one 
pint of milk of calcium con­ 
tent). A seven-ounce can of 
pink salmon contains about 
as much calcium as found 
in a third of a quart of milk. 
Egg shells certainly con­ 
tain calcium but 1 am un­ 
acquainted with “ drinking” 
or eating them 


I would like to stress again 
that there is nothing wrong 


with dairy products unless 
you can’t tolerate lactose 
sugar. The only limitation is 
the fat content and there are 
low-fat dairy products that 
circumvent 
that 
problem. 
From a standpoint of limit­ 
ing saturated fat, some arti­ 
ficial products are far worse 
offenders, specifically arti- 
fical cream or coffee whiten- 
ers, and some artificai milk 
and artificai whipped cream, 
made with coconut oil. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I have a 
problem to me, very serious. 
I am 70 and in apparent good 
health. Lately, I have gamed 
10 pounds, all in the breasts, 
which 
makes 
them 
very 
heavy and uncomfortable. I 
drink very little water but 
plenty of juices of all kinds, 
unsweetened, and very little 
of alcoholic nature. 


Dear Reader—it you have 
really gained 10 pounds in 
the breasts without weight 
gain elsewhere I can under­ 
stand why you would be con­ 
cerned. Better go get an ex­ 


amination if that is the case. 
Enlargement of the breasts 
without other weight gain at 
your age could mean some­ 


thing more than just in­ 
creased fat. In a mature 
woman breasts should not 
enlarge unless there is a gen­ 
eralized 
weight 
gai n 
or 


pregnancy. Because of the 
frequency of important prob­ 
lems in the breasts, I strong­ 
ly urge any woman with any 


unusual change she doesn’t 
understand to go to her doc­ 
tor as soon as possible. 
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FLOODING to leach out the salts and turn once-barren 
desert of southern Jordan into productive farmland is an 
example of how technology is expanding food production 
and productive areas. 


Robert Foster, d e p u t y 
commissioner of the federal 
government’s Office of Juve­ 
nile Delinquency and Youth 
Development, puts it this 
way: “ I certainly agree with 
competition 
among 
young 
people. But it should be a 
s e c o n d a r y consideration. 
The prime factor in a youth 
activity should be their in­ 
dividual d e v e l o p me n t . I 
don’t think it should be of 
great importance if some of 
them strike out more than 
others.” 


Yet as it is. striking out is 
of great importance in youth 
activities. And the Upper 
Saddle River Pee Wee Foot­ 
ball Program is an illustra­ 


tive example. It is not unlike 
thousands of other such pro­ 
grams in the nation. Foot­ 
ball, basketball, baseball — 
kids are organized as they 


have 
never 
been 
before. 
There are more than 2 mil­ 
lion Little League baseball- 
ers in some 50 countries in 
the world. And though all 
this is fine for some, it can 
sometimes be destructive to 
others. 


The idea in Upper Saddle 
River, as everywhere else, is 
to win. Not play. Not have 
fun. Win! The kids don’t 
really care about it so much, 
but the coaches do. And in 
fact the coaches care about 
it so much they have altered 
the game to that purpose. 
Pee Wee football players do 
not play their own game. 
They 
play 
their 
coaches 
game. The coaches are al­ 
lowed on the field during 
competition, the coaches call 
all of the plays. And so in a 
sense if the team loses, the 


coaches lose, and whereas 
kids don’t care about such 
things, adults surely do. 


“ Jones! 
You’re 
loafing. 
Take a lap. Take two laps.” 


And so it is that here, as 
elsewhere, hot competition 
begins for the 8-9-year-old 
Pee Wees as soon as they 
begin practice (three weeks 
before school opens, often 
twice a day). A kid soon 
learns that the game is no 
game as he knows games. 
He learns that the coaches 
concentrate mainly on the 
first 11 players, give a bit of 
attention to the second 11, 
and 
ignore the 
rest. 
He 
learns that if he doesn’t 
make that first 11, or 22, he’ll 
be spending his Saturdays 
on the bench. And he learns, 
that sitting on a bench is no 
fun and makes a guy wonder 
what’s the use. 


Recently, I talked with a 
boy who learned these les­ 
sons well and bitterly. He’s 
14. I found him on my prop­ 
erty, at 1 a.m., high on mari­ 
juana and looking for a win­ 
dow to break. Before I sent 
him home, we talked for a 
long while. “ Well,” he said 
at one point, “ I used to turn 
out for football, but I quit. 1 
never played. Nobody paid 
attention to me. They won 
most of their g a m e s , 
though.” 


I ’m told this boy is in 
trouble often 
His parents 
are worried He runs awav 
from home He does poorly 
in school. He is frequently 
questioned by area police* 
Sad. It is very sad. They 
won most of their games, 
though.

genes—have 
in­ 
creased the protein content 
of certain rice varieties— 
one way, it’s hoped, to alle­ 
viate 
the 
critical 
protein 
shortage in the diets of mil­ 
lions of Africans. Asians and 
Latin Americans. 


Progress? Yes! But hard­ 
ly the final answer. “ If tech- 
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nology were all we needed 
to feed all the people on the 
earth,” a s s e r t s Carl N. 
Hodges, the physicist who 
directs the operations at the 
Environmental R e s e arch 
Laboratory of the University 
of Arizona, “ there wouldn’t 
be a problem. We have the 
knowledge. 
We have the 
technology. But hunger isn’t 
purely an agricultural prob­ 
lem. It’s a social, economic, 
logistical and cultural prob­ 
lem.” 
T h e s e 
sentiments 
are 
shared by a growing number 
of scientists and administra­ 
tors actively involved with 
the problems of the develop­ 
ing nations. 
“ Basic social and econom­ 
ic changes must accompany 
technological change,” Dr. 
Tomas Lopez, the vice-min­ 
ister of agriculture for Co­ 
lombia, says. 
“ We can no 
longer neglect the poverty- 
ridden 
people 
throughout 
the world—those who need 
the technology the most.” 
Colombia is a good exam­ 
ple of a nation whose rising 
food production levels have 
failed 
appreciably 
to im­ 
prove the quality of life for 
the overwhelming majority 


of the population. The past 
few years in Colombia, both 
the economy as a whole and 
agricultural production have 
moved ahead at a record 
pace. 


But, at the same time, Co­ 
lombia’s average unemploy­ 
ment rate has risen to more 
than 8 per cent—much high­ 
er in urban areas. 
A new 
Hood of the rural illiterate, 
destitute, confused is mi­ 
grating into already under­ 
serviced and overcrowded 
cities. 
Food is available, 
but many cannot afford to 
buy it. 


In other parts of the world, 
the situation is not much dif­ 
ferent. 
India, for example, 
is turning out record wheat 
harvests—100 million tons in 
1969. 
Yet in certain areas, 
where storage facilities are 
lacking, 
the wheat never 
r e a c h e s the marketplace. 
It’s eaten by rats. 


A lack of roads is a major 
problem everywhere. 
Food 
gets produced, but there’s 
no way to transport it to 
marketing centers. 


But probably the biggest 
failing 
thus 
far 
of 
the 
“ Green Revolution” is that 
it hasn’t yet swept into its 
sphere the typical peasant 
farmer—the farmer whose 
daily bread comes from the 
land he tills, the farmer for 
whom starvation is only one 
bad harvest away. 
There are many reasons 
why the poor farmer hasn’t 
entered the mainstream of 


modern agricultural technol­ 
ogy. For one thing, he usual­ 
ly lacks the education and 
the finances one needs to 
modernize. 
Then there’s the problem 
of land tenure. In India, for 
instance, where nearly 70 
per cent of the population 
lives in rural areas and more 
than 200 million people earn 
less than the equivalent of 
$21, something like 100 mil­ 
lion own no land at all. 
In Colombia, 70 per cent 
of the population own 6 per 
cent of the land, while 6 per 
cent of the population own 
71 per cent of the land. 
There are resources avail­ 
able to the small farmer in 
many countries, but often he 
doesn’t know how to take ad­ 
vantage of them. 
So the already successful 
farmers, with money to in­ 
vest in modern equipment, 
are becoming richer, and 
the land is becoming more 
valuable, which makes it 
even more difficult for the 
small farmer to survive. 
The over-all situation was 
summed up well recently by 
India’s Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi, who warned 
the Indian parliament that 
unless the “ Green Revolu­ 
tion” were accompanied by 
social 
reforms, 
based 
on 
justice, it would not remain 
“ green” for very long.

Wisconsin will be presumed to have 
taken residence at .Madison only 
transiently 
It is difficult to see 
wherein that is a repressive piece of 
legislation. It IS preposterous to 
suppii.se 
that 
the 
residents 
of 
Madison. Wisconsin, are going to 


permit, let alone encourage, an 
enormous body of students to tinker 
with the town’s laws during the few 
years that 
the students are in 
residence. Participatory democracy 
does not entitle you to demand of the 
pilot the right to run the airplane 
during your flight across country. 
Now, clearly different kinds of 
protection are needed by different 
size towns. Boston and New York 
and Chicago probably could afford 
to give the vote to its resident 
students (though they should not feel 
under any obligation to do sot and 
simply absorb the damage. But if 
Hanover. 
New 
Hampshire, 
or 
Williamstown, Massachusetts — for 
instance — enfranchised the student 
body, they would very simply be 
playing Russian roulette. One has 
only to recall the episodic frenzies of 
the last few years to recognize the 
seizures 
to 
which 
students 
are 
occasionally given. A vote can be a 
very decisive instrument, and the 
idea of giving effective power to ten 
thousand students who can commit 
a 
c o m m u n ity 
to 
y e a rs 
of 
indebtedness, or to other social 
fancies, is, well, unappealing. 


This is not to suggest that students 
are necessarily zany, merely that 
the idea of democracy is that those 


who do the voting, should endure the 
consequences of their own laws. 
Again, distinctions can be made 
on 
re aso n ab le 
grounds. 
F o r 
instance, 
there 
is 
a 
difference 
between an undergraduate, berthed 
in a tax-free dormitory, and a 
married graduate student, living in 
an apartm ent or house which is 
paying taxes to the municipality. 
There is the tax point, which is itself 
is significant — a voter should be 
helping in an appropriate way to 
defray the social costs of running 
the town. Students are substantially 
exempted 
from .sharing the tax 
overhead of towns they temporarily 
inhabit. Indeed, as for instance in 
New Haven, there is great ill-will 
engendered by the refusal of the 
University (YaleI to pay taxes on 
such of its buildings as are unrelated 
to education, e. g., faculty clubs, 
ice-skating rinks — that kind of 
thing. In any event, the married 
student develops ties which are 
different from the undergraduate — 
celibate, I almost designated him, 
lapsing into ancient habits. 
Even so, in the history of college 
towns, individual student bodies are 
transitory experiences. They should 
not be given the power of hit and run 
drivers.

At the same 
time he declared: “ No longer will 
this nation commit itself unless 
foreign nations are willing to fight 
tor their own freedoms. " Goldwater 
spoke for 22 minutes, ending with a 
heavily punctuated appeal for party 
support and loyality.

Goldwater assumed a much quieter 
air. He showed himself capable of 
fielding difficult questions and was 
well informed on key issues. 
Goldwater, the congressman is 
very much a party man. He supports 
most if not all .Nixon's policies, but 
at one point said: “I support Nixon 


on that point right at the moment."
